ORDINANCE NO. 84- 12 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 

84-4, THE PALM BEACH COUNTY HANDGUN SALE ORDINANCE, 

AMENDING SECTION 3.04; AMENDING THE CONDITIONS FOR 
THE PURCHASE OF A HANDGUN; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE; 

PROVIDING FOR APPLICABILITY; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
has determined that, for the protection of the health, safety and general 
welfare of the citizens of Palm Beach County that it is desirable and in 

the best interest of said citizens that the sale of handguns be 

regulated; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach County 
has determined that the citizens of Palm Beach County would best be 

served by amending the Palm Beach County Handgun Sale Ordinance by 
reducing the minimum period of time within which a proposed purchaser of 
a handgun may be issued a permit to purchase a handgun, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, AS FOLLOWS: '• 

SECTION 1. 


Section 3.04 of Ordinance 84-4, is amended as follows: 

3.04 The County Administrator shall be required to respond, in 
writing, to any application to purchase a handgun within fourteen (14) 
days, and in no event less than seven (7) days, exclusive of Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays, of receipt of a fully completed application by 
either granting a permit to purchase a handgun or determining that such 
person is ineligible to purchase a handgun and setting forth the reasons 
for such ineligibility. 

SECTION 2. SEVERABILITY 

10.01 If any section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this Ordinance is held to be invalid or unconstitutional by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, then said holding shall in no way affect the 
validity of the remaining portions of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. INCLUSION IN CODE 

11.01 It is the intention of the Board of County Commissioners 
that the provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a part of 
the Palm Beach County Code; and that the sections of this Ordinance may 
be renumbered or relettered and the word "ordinance" may be changed to 
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"section," article," or such other appropriate word or phrase in order to 
accomplish such intentions. 

SECTION 4. EFFECTIVE DATE 

12.01 This ordinance shall become effective upon receipt of 
acknowledgment by the Secretary of State of the State of Florida. 

SECTION 5. APPLICABILITY 

This Ordinance shall be applicable in the entire unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County and the incorporated area of Palm Beach County 
to the extent permissable under Article 8, Section 1(F) of the Florida 
Constitution.
